ttitian, pointing out that virtually all 
the federal aid projects are subvers­ 
ive to the guarantee o f state sov­ 
ereignty. 
He paid special attention 
to the proposal to establish a federal 
department of 
education 
because 
many educators over the nation now 
are giving their support to the pro­ 
posal. 
Admitting* that the proposal, as at 
present advocated, would give the 
federal government very little author­ 
ity over state educational systems, 
he recalled, however, 
that 
every 
usurpation of state authority has been 
engineered in just such a way, and 
predicted that if the federal depart­ 
ment were established the day woald 
not be far distant when the schools 
of the nation would be under federal 
jurisdiction. 
The Chronicle joins with Mr, Ter­ 
rell in the opinion that no greater 
blow at American institutions could 
be struck. The danger here is greater 
even than in other cases of federal 
aggression for such a system would 
inevitably lead to a standardization 
of education, and eventually to a 
certain degree of standardization of 
thought. 
There is already too much 
standardization in matters of learn­ 
ing. for standardization means, along 
with other things the choosing of a 
certain few* things on which to con­ 
centrate and the ignoring 
of 
the 
many thousands of other things. 
The educational 
world, 
indeed, 
bas to guard against any centraliza­ 
tion of authority or 
control 
that 
would tend to such a condition. 
But quite aside from the danger 
of education itself, the teachers of 
Texas, as Mr. Terrell declared, should 
consider it their most important duty 
to teach the principles of the Consti­ 
tution as they were written. 
The 
present tendency to get away from 
those principles, unless checked, can 
have no other effect than to under­ 
mine tho Constitution, the founda­ 
tion of our government. 
Mr. Terrell outlined the evils re­ 
sulting from a score of federal usur­ 
pations of state responsibilities, men­ 
tioning especially the excessive cost 
of providing agricultural 
advisors, 
the situation Texas now faces of being 
unable to allow the 
extension 
of 
railroad lines without the consent of 
the interstate commerce commission 
and the necessity of the states adopt­ 
ing inheritance tax laws in order to 
obtain 80 per cent of the tax levied 
by the federal government. 
He summed up his opinion of the 
underlying principle invloved in the 
following forceful words: 
“I hold that the government can 
not legally collect one dollar from 
any state and give it 
to 
another 
state to be used solely for state pur­ 
poses, yet this is being done by the 
various fifty-fifty appropriations of 
the states. 
The government is not 
authorized by the Constitution to 
appropriate money to any state to 
educat* farmers, as under the Smith- 
Lever Act, to teach vocational train­ 
ing. as und^r the Smith-Hughes aet, 
and to teach the hygiene of mater­ 
n ity as under ‘he Sheppard-Town# r 
Act. 
There is not a line or syllable 
in the Constitution authorizing the 
federal government to engage in set­ 
ting up educational systems or ap­ 
propriating money for their support 
in the states. 
These are purely lo ii 
matters over wrhich the federal gov 
eminent was never given authority 
in the Constitution or 
by 
amend­ 
ment.” 
These words should he given the 
mosi. serious consideration by every­ 
one interested in maintaining Ameri­ 
can institutions, and especially should 
they be given the consideration of 
the teachers, those who are implant­ 
ing, ideals in the citizens of tomor­ 
row.— Houston Chronicle. April 4th.

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OUR DUAL SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT 


Powers and Duties of the Federal Government Limited by the Constitution 
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I desire to call the attention o f all 
thoughtful people to the functions 
of the Federal government as des­ 
tine! from th o s e of the s t a t e s and the 
danger of usurping the functions of 
Mate government by Congress. 
If 
t h e states desire to grant m o r e p o w ­ 
e r t<> th e General government 
by 
constitutional amendment, they have 
t h e ri^ht to do so, but Congress has 
no right to usurp powers not author­ 
is'd by the Constitution. Some people 
set rn to think that when the Eight­ 
eenth Amendment and the Nineteenth 
Amendment was adopted that 
the 
states surrendered all 
their 
rights. 
I do not concur in that view, and I 
have always favored woman 
suf- 
ferage and prohibition of liquor traf­ 
fic in the entire United States, and 
believe that a Federal question is 
involved in the manufacture of li­ 
quor for legal purposes, in its trans­ 
portation between the states, and in 
the enforcement of the law on iower- 
national borders and in the territoral 
waters of the United States. 
The 
government has exercised this author­ 
ity since the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution. 
The only infringement 
upon State rights is the enforcement 
of this law by Federal officers in the 
states. 
I realize this raises grave 
questions as to the line of demarca­ 
tion between the State and Federal 
government in the future, and ad­ 
monishes us that we have gone far 
enough in that direction. 
The United States Constitution is 
a compromise document between the 
views of the Federalists in the Consti­ 
tutional Convention led by Alexan­ 
der Hamilton and the views of James 
Madison and others representing the 
Anti-Federalists or Republicans 
of 
that time, but now known as Demo­ 
crats. 
Federal Government Supreme in all 
M atters Conferred upon It by 
the Constitution. 
In order to adopt the Constitu­ 
tion it was necessary for each side 
to concede something. 
Hamilton 
contended for a strong centralized 
government, and Madison and 
his 
followers contended for the suprem­ 
acy of the states. 
It was finally 
agreed that the Federal government 
should exercise sole jurisdiction over 
the following matters: 
“The coinage of money and regu­ 
lating the value thereof; Conduct­ 
ing all international affairs, making 
of treaties, etc.; Regulating foreign 
commerce and commerce 
between 
the states (interstate); The establish­ 
ing of postoffice* and carrying the 
mails: The control of foreign im­ 
migration, naturalization, etc.: The 
levying the collection of taxes for 
toe legal and necessary expenses of 
the Federal 
government; 
Raising 
Mrmiei, declaring war,

These constitute the broad and ex­ 
clusive powers of the Federal govern­ 
ment, and generally speaking eovi r 
nearly all the 
things 
enumerated 
under Section YIH, Yrtiele I of the 
Constitution enumerating the powers 
of Congress. 
It is clearly understood 
by 
all 
members of the Constitutional* Con­ 
vention that Congress 
could 
not 
exercise any powers except 
those 
specifically conferred by the Consti­ 
tution. 
Has it been otherwise, the 
( onstitution could not 
have 
Keen 
adopted. 
Thomas Jefferson was ab­ 
sent in h ranee at the time the consti­ 
tution was adopted by the Conven­ 
tion, and he was jealous of the rights 
of the states and so afraid that the 
Federal government might 
under­ 
take to exercise powers not confer­ 
red upon it by the Constitution that 
he wrote the first ten amendments 
of the Constitution, known as the 
Bill of Rights and had them ratified, 
and several states would not ratify 
the Constitution unt I these amend­ 
ments were adopted expressly hinting 
the powers of the Federal govern­ 
ment. 
The tenth amendment is as 
follows: 
‘‘The powers not delegated to the 
United States by tie Constitution, 
nor prohibited by t to the states, 
are reserved to th* states respect- 
viely, or to the people. 
This amendment nullifies the con­ 
tention that Congress can enact anv 
law' 
under 
the 
General 
Welfare 
C lause, and was ad >pted expressly 
for the purpose of forestalling such 
contention. 
If there had been any doubts as 
to the powers of the Federal govern­ 
ment before the adoption of this 
amendment, those d jubts could no 
longer *xist, and no statesman in the 
early days of this Republic dared to 
claim any powers for the govern­ 


ed 
exct-pt those -specifically con- 
f' ' • 
I he Federal government is 
iai* creature of the Mali*s, possessing 
' :1*-V delegated powers and not the 
master or dictator of the states. The 
creature seems to have become more 
powerful than the creator. The Civil 
War did not change the meaning of 
the Constitution, but settled the ques­ 
tion of .secession by force of arms. 
Alexander Hamilton in advocat­ 
ing the adoption of the Constitution 
said to those who feared that the 
I ederal government might usurp the 
rights of the states: “ Io u need have 
no such fears, as the powers of the 
Federal government are few and well 
defined, while the powers 
of 
the 
states are many and undefined” rl he 
states have never objected to the 
exercise of all the powers conferred 
by the Constitution upon the Fedral 
government, but the Federal govern­ 
ment has exercised unconstitutional 
powers during the Civil 
war 
and 
since that time. 
The admission of 
West Virginia into the Union as a 
separate state without the consent 
of Virginia was a plain violation of 
the Constitution, but as all things 
are considered fair in love and war, 
this act was justified by those in 
control of the government. Congress 
is now violating 
the 
Constitution 
every day that it refuses to enact an 
apportionment law, giving the states 
representation in Congress in pro­ 
portion to population, as shown by 
the census of 1920. 
State Supreme in Local Affairs.

c rease of population and wealth and 
he expansion of business and the 
rganization of large industrial corp­ 
orations doing an interstate business, 
serious problems 
of 
governmental 
authority have arisen, and our wis­ 
est statesmen have been unable to 
solve them in tile interest of the pub­ 
lic welfare. The transportation prob- 
em is the most serious and must be 
correctly solved or the government 
must acknowledge its impotency to 
deal wdth transportation 
problems. 
In dea.ing with this problem, 
the 
Federal government has 
probably 
already transgressed its authority in 
assuming that a sovereign state can­ 
not authorize the building of a mile 
of railroad within its borders with­ 
out the consent of the Federal bureau, 
and that this bureau shall make rates 
on purely intra-state shipments. 
The application of the Southern 
acific Railroad to build into the Rio 
Grande V alley and assist in develop­ 
ing this rich country and that of the 
Fort Worth and Denver Railroad to 
extend its line into the great Pan- 
I'andle belt of the State to give that 
section needed railway facilities now 
bending before the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, are conspicious 
examples of unjust powers exercised 
by a Federal bureau. 
Every person 
who believes in justice knows that 
State Railway Commissions 
ought 
to exercise these powers which are 
inherent in the state. 
John H. Rea­ 
gan, the father of the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, never dream­ 
ed that the commission which 
he 
created would take away from the 
states all their pow*ers to regulate 
transportation. 
Judge A. VV. Terrell 
warned Judge Reagan at the time 
this hill was pending in 
Congress 
that this commission would event­ 
ually usurp the powers of the state 
to control railroads 
within 
their 
borders. 
His warning seems like an 
inspired prophecy. 
Problem* of Taxation are Serious. 
We encounter another serious dif­ 
ficulty in raising revenues to meet 
the legitimate demands of the Fed­ 
eral and State governments without 
conflict of authority and without plac­ 
ing undue burden upon 
the 
tax 
payers and retarding legitimate busi­ 
ness. 
An idea! system would be to 
separate the sources of taxation for 
State and Federal purposes, and I 
would like to see an honest effort 
made to do this without any attempt 
on the part of the Federal govern­ 
ment to coerce the states. The Fede­ 
ral government levies taxes on im- 
uorts and internal revenue taxss on 
liquors and tobacco that the states 
do not duplicate, and if the field of 
income taxes were left solely to the
